BEFORE AND AFTER THE 
OCCUPATION. 


Sayed Hassan Moussa E\-Akkad publishes 
the following article in ‘Al-Miobar :— 

In spite of what I have heard regarding 
some native notables being anxioas either to 
place themselves onder the protection of some 
forsigo Power, or to emigrate to a foreign 
country, I dii not mention this matter lest 
it should create fears among the Egyptian 
people. Some Baropean paper published 8 
statement to this effect, and “A! Moayad” has 
contradicted it. Apropos, I thought it neces- 
sary to make a statement on the subject. 

This desire ot some people to become pro- 
tégés remii de me of the same desire expressed 
by the natives before the British oooupied 
Egypt, when every Egyptian preferred to be 
protected even by the weakest Buropean 
Government rather than remain a local sub- 
ject. At that time this desire was very 
prevalent among Egyptians of all classes, and 
I heard it once expressed by Nobar Pasha 
himself ; bat it was, then, a result of m 
government and tyranny. 

After the British Occupation took a firm 
hold of the country, the inhabitants were 
pacified by the jastice of one of the greatest 
Governments in the world, and nothing farther 
was heard of an ioclination on the part of any 
Egyptian to change his nationality. It was not 
until the Spee al Court passed the recent 
sentenee that ciroumstances and ideas changed. 
How quick was this vicissitade to occur ins 
few days 

ln my own opinion | believe that the fears 
of people are based on no serious ground. | 
am quite sure that the former British Minister 
for Foreign Affairs wrote some time ago to 
Lord Cromer recommending the Egyptians to 
his carefal attention and desiriog bim to do 
his best to win their sympathy and make 
them incline towards the British Government ; 
and I do not imagine that this sober policy, 
founded on wiedom, can be altered by one 
Minister being succeeded by another. British 
policy is always firm. Bat, what cao we 
do if the paper which is notorious for its 
animosity to the Egyptians continues to 
publish false statements, stirring ap the 
thoughts of the natives, especially by threaten- 
ing that they are to be deprived of Govern- 
ment offices and thus awakening a revolution 
and not allowing the nation to enjoy tran- 
quillity. To deprive the Bgyptians of their 
own Government offices, which they are 
capable of occupying, woald be an injastice 
which straightforward people shoald avoid. 

It is surprising, however, to see that some 
mean flatterers have been succassfal, by means 
of their machinations, in convincing the British 
Occupation that Egypt contains the elements 
of religious fanaticism which might lead to 
revolation, and the occupants were obliged 
to increase the Army of Occupation in this 
country, which had never been a den of revolt. 
As regards the Arabi rebellion. it was only a 
national movement brought aboot by tyranny, 
as Lord Cromer himself declared in one of 
his last reports. 

In short, nothing of the old injustice has 
ever reached us since the d.te of the Ovcupa- 
tion, except the recent sentence of the Special 
Court, which was a heavy blow to Egypt. 
However, wa mast be quite sare that Lord 
Cromer aud his jast Government will repair 
the evil that has been done, and will carry out 
every necessary reform for us with or withort 
being asked.

\ NATURAL AND ECONOMIC METHOD 
FOR PREVENTION, 


BY WALTER DRAPER, F. L. S 


The serious loss to the Egyptian cotton 
crop, csased by the attack of insect pests, and 
the enormous area under this valuable summer 
prodact, render the subject of pest extermina- 
tion sufficiently important to claim the atten- 
tion of all cotton growers. 

Information of the metamorphosis of the 
cotton worm has beer given from time to 
time by the Ministry of the loterior through 
the Press, so that ite various stages of egg, 
worm, chrysalis, and moth should be familiar 
to all. 

It ia wall known to botanical authorities res 
ponsible fur the healthy maintenance of a large 
collection of planta that the checking of insect 
pests forms an important item in their success 
fal management. Ia Egypt, whore bage areas of 
a few kinds of plants—not indigenous to the 
country—are annaally grown agricultorally, 
natural enem‘e: are at times bound to our. 

The soo of hand picking eggs and worms 
from iwfected areas bas been tally demonstra- 
ted and proved, and, in a Boropean country, 
this work could be carried out with compara- 
tively little assistance; bat in Bgypt, the tardi- 
ness of the native cultivator to clean and 
keep clean his crops isa great obstacle to the 
sagcessfal carrying out of this important work. 
The application of the simple instroctions 
drawn op recently by the author on Nedwet el 
Aseal is a proof of this. 

Uncfortagatgly, in 80 suitablea climate for 
the propagation of insest pest, the absence of 
a complete resting stage, and an almost con- 

, tinuous succession of broods, the workiog of 
-inagot life is soch that it is not antil a pest 
bas obtained a fiem hold on caltivation that 
the evil is orought to light. 

From practical observation in the field, there 
is considerably more cotton worm in the 

-country than is generally supposed, and the 
pest having once reached a certain ha- 
„men gene cao do little more than act as a 
‘check, it being almost impossible to entirely 
exterminate it. A nateral method, acting in 
cooperation with the system at present em- 
ployed, is therefore required to farther the 
saccess of this important work. 

The ocourence of insect pest on cotton can 
invariably be traced to unnatural methods of 
cultivation, soch as late and heavy swing, 
which produces weak plants and small crops ; 
overcrowding and overwatering, which provide 
abandance of food and conditi vourabla 
to peste, by prodacing rank, sacea shady 
growth, tatal to the lower bolls and the early 
first picking of cotton. The deteriorating 
effect of fertilization by inferior varieties has 
also to bs considered. 

Tha practical agricaltarist has only to look 
at the strong, useless wood and rank foliage 
produced by the average cr p, and to consi fer 
the strain on the land and the valuable time 
wasted. in its production, to understand that 
the application of quick acting manores ander 
the present oultural conditions would in many 


* 


Mach vom ins to bs learnt of the natural 
habits of cotton peste, which in the field differ 
considerably from those in captivity. 
Egg-Deposits. 

One important point has been proved, viz 
that the first great deposits of eggs on the 
cotton plants occur between the 15th of Jane 
and the 15th of July, the 20th ot Jane to the 
10th of Jaly baing the most critical period. 
Although the pest is somewhat gregarious, 
the female moth prefers to deposit her eggs on 
cotton a day or two after the irrigation of an 
area. The eggs hatch in about three days. 
They are not all deposited at one time ; thas 
the age and s ze of the worms of this brood are 
very irregalar. 

The writer has proved by ¢xperiments het 
early sown, natorally grown cotton on average 
land will stand from 80 to 40 days withoat 
water, and with excellent results in ripen- 
ing the wood and producing an anusnally 
heavy er.p, but on light sandy soils this 
period would probably require some slight 
modification. 

From the foregoing remarks, it will be seen 
that cotton which can be kept dry daring the 
egg-laying period is tree from egg deposits. 

Althoogh it would scarcely be possible to 
apply this method at one time thronghont 
the whole ares of infected country, the irriga- 
tion of certain districts, by the present system 
of rotations, creates suitable places or traps 
for the moth to deposit her eggs. By care- 
fally following op these rotations, the cost 
ot labour would be considerably minimired, 
and the valoable time now spent in searching 
unlikely places might be devoted to the 
more thoroogh cleaging of egg deposits on 
traps formed by newly irrigated cotton-areas. 


Exterminating Young Worms by Heat 
and Dryness. 

The worms, after hatching on the leaf, 
lower themselves to the ground by means 
of a web-like threed, and remain for a time 
under the soil of the ridges, feeding (doring 
the first stage of their existence) chiefly at 
night on the lower leaves. 

It is obvious from their various ages that 
several pickings of worms are thus necessary 
to clear an infected area. In this it is im- 
possible to prevent essapes, however carefally 
the work is done. Propagation from this source 
alone is capsble of mach damage, and the 
complete extermination of this broo i by a 
natural method is therefore extremely im- 
portant. 

The crux of the qneation of the extermioa- 
tion of cotton posts by the assistance of na- 
tare, or at Kast the first stepping-stone to 
this object, is to counteract annataral condi- 
jtions ot shade and dampness, by dryness and 
beat. The successful application of this method 
can only be learnt by continuous observation 
jin the field. 

It has been proved by experiment, that the 
heat of the midday son on the surface soil 
of unshaded ridges is often 12% to 120° F. 
Cotton, if allowed to flag from dryness, 
contains no food in its foliage for the 
young larve. It enables the sun to reach 
ithe ridges, which is fatal to the existence 
„et tha worms and fangi disease. The pro- 
duction of rank foliage is checked by the 
stoppage io the flow of sap. The green, suc- 
culent wood ripens, and produces abundance 
«f flowers and lint, and the quality and 


oases only hasten disaster by over-stimalating quantity of tha crop yield are considerably 


the plants. Moreover, the folly of atilizing 
the unique cotton-producing characteristic; of 
this climate and soil for producing useless 
wood and foilage, is apparent from the y eld 
of last year's crop. 

Cotton cultivated under a suitable method, 
by the writer, and proved by « series of prac- 
tioal exy eriments, presented the following ap- 


pearance :— 

Healtby, busby plants covercd with flowers. 

Rod ripe waod. 5 

Foliage alightly yellow in coloar. 

One and two bolls at the base of each leaf. 

Flowers well above the terminal shoot. 

The lower branches on the ground with bolls. 

San and Air to reach all parts of the plants. 
instead of which, one finds large areas of 
over-watered cotton with soft grea and un- 
ripe wood, dark rank foliage, few flowers, and 
the early bolls at the base of the plant shaded, 
of an unhealthy yellow coloar, and falling from 
the absence of light and air. 

Still larger is the area of small, weak plants, 
caused by late planting, from which it is hope 
less to expect a fall crop. 

Should farther proof be required for the 
necessity of reform in the cotton oulti vation of 
Egypt, it ean be found in the very large nom 
ber of anripe bulls to be seen on the stacks of 
dry cotton stalks everywhere. 

The natoral methods of agricultural reform 
in cotton caltivation, strong in their simplicity, 
may probably be entered into in time for next 
season's crop. The object of the writer is merely 
to endeavoar to show how the work of checking 
Prodenia littoralis can be assisted by nature, 
rather than by reform in cultivation, although 
they both work hand in band. 


A Natural Method of Prevention. 


Dryness prevents the deposit of ths erg 
nidus by the female moth. Heat and dryness 
_ combined are fatal to the young cotton worms. 

The prodaction of rank,saccolent foliage and 
thade by overwatering has men ioned ; 
because it is not only detrimen the yield 
A « fall crop, bat also to show that it produces 
abondance of food for cotton pest in the form 
of chlorophyll or sap in the cells between the 
upf e- and lower epidermis or skin of the leaf. 

This greex-coloared fivid is essential to the 


life of the cotton worm, especially in the early 


stage of the hstebing ; moreover, on rach 
cotton folisge only are eggs deposited by the 
female moth. 8

that in August orgs are deposited on the 
leaves of lebbek pear, Plum, aristoloch'a fici, 
pte. 


augmented. 

When orce this natural methoi (which 
applies only to cotton controlled by irriga- 
tion) bas become known, and success more 
universally established, native growers will 
wee the advantage of teking the matter ap. 
Reform will naturally be slow, but the gain 
to the country would be enormous. 

The following are some of the chief pests 
iknewn to attack cotton oaltivated io Egypt. 

(1) Propewia Lrrronatis —(The Egyptian 
Cotton Worm). Feeds on rank foliage caused 
by overwatering, etc. 

(2) Baris mvsucana. (The Beyptian Bo'l- 
Worm). Feeds on unripe boils of a late teeble 
crop, caused by annataral conditions of oulti- 
vation. 

(3) Arnis sr. (The Cotton Blight) produces 
on saccolent foliage a black fangas known 80 
*Nedwet-el-Assal.” 

(4) Orocowa aGrossipetta. — (The Small 
BI. Worm) lately discovered by the writter. 

(5) Acroris Yrsiton —(The Cotton Cat 
Worm). 

(6) Laruyoma exicva —(The Green Cotton- 
Worm). 

(7) OxycaRENus HaLinvennis.— (The Cotton 
Stait er) A plant-bag which sucks the sap of 
the cotton and lives in the un ripe bolls daring 
winter. 

(8) A Roor rusous At present under 
observation. Appears early in July. Caused by 
overwatering. . 

(9) A Species or Rep Srrper —Migrates 
from berseem to cotton in May. Sacks the 
oblorophyll from the leaves of the cotton plant. 

The late sowing of cotton in the Northern 
portion of the Dela could be obviated and the 
young plants protected from the early cold and 
hot winds by the planting of suitable clamps 
of tree: to act as wind screens. This would also 
prove of great assistance to the bean crop

Daring the six months ending 80th Jane 
1905, the import returns, totalled £9,497,286, 
whilst for the same poribd this year the figures 
were no less than L.B 10,538,579, or an ex-

We do not appear to have made much bead- 
way in farnitore for we had no share in the 
additional deliveries of L.B 18,106, our figures 
showing a shrinkage of LE 1,496. 

The liquor and oil trades were fairly active, 
despite the fact that the arrivals 
were lower by LE 22,778.

Its in po case so great as that of a race 
horse. The record for a mile set up by a 
twehorse is Caiman’s mile in | min. 38 1-5 
e sud that Mr. Seton thinks is probably 
the fastest pace recorded for anything afoot. 
li works oot at over thirty sx miles on 
hour, Thirty foor miles an hour is, however, 
* mop usual speed for a swift racehorse, 
aud that is swifter than the prong-borned 
Sutelope, the speed of which Mr. Seton has 
worked out at thirty-two miles an hoor. 
Lower in the seale come the greyhoand with 
thirty miles, the Tonen jack-rat bit with twenty- 
eight miles, the common fox wi twenty- 
six miler, the northern coyote with twenty- 
foor miles, the foxhound with twenty-two 
miles, and the American grey wolf with 
twenty miles. Man's fastest pace of something 
ander ten seconds for a hundred yards works 
dat at the rate of 2112 miles an boar, bat 
bis fastest mile, 4 min. 33 400, is only 
fourteen miles an hoor. What, howere-, i. 
the strong point with fleet animals is not 
their rate of speed, bat the quickness with 
which they can get op fall speed.
